That is the fact that while 
all deposits of as much as $5,000 
are insured, these represent only 
40 percent of the total of deposits. 

The other 60 percent are wholly 
uninsured. This means that there 
are $28,000,000,000 of deposits 
which are not covered. In large 
part these large deposit liabilities 
comprise funds which must be 
used to meet payrolls and to 
supply new capital for expansion 
of industry or the launching of 
new enterprises.”

LAW, LOVE, AND TEMPERANCE | 

(International Temperance Sunday) 

LESSON TEXT—Romans 13:1-14.

YOUNG PEOPLE AND ADULT TOPIC

Revolution, political disorder, an¬ 
archy—these are words which char¬ 
acterize much of the world's news 
of our day. What should be our 
attitude toward government? ShouJd 
a Christian participate in revolts 
against government? These are 
questions that stir the hearts of 
men. 

The Bible has an answer, and it 
is found in our lesson for today. 
Lot us study it with care and seek 
God’s message for us and for our 
nation in these utterly confusing 
days. 

We consider together a portion 
of Paul’s epistle to the Romans in 
which, having laid his superb doc¬ 
trinal foundation, he turns to a 
practical application. Let us ever 
remember that while right doctrine 
is necessary to right living, it is 
never sufficient to hold the doctrine 
and fail to permit it to control our 
daily walk. 

Good citizenship of the true type 
is the result of staunch Christian 
character. Much of the weakness 
in our political and social life can 
be traced to the neglect of the 
things of God in the home, the 
school, and the church. 

Paul presents the Christian as 
one who has the right attitude to¬ 
ward his neighbors, and toward his 
own daily walk. The Christian is 
I. PoliticaUy-Intelligcnt and Loy¬ 
al (vv. 1-7). 

Lectures on political economy are 
well worth while. School children 
should learn to love and honor their 
country. But for real intelligent 
citizenship we must have a study 
of God’s Word. For all govern¬ 
mental authority is dependent on 
God-given power. No man has 
ny right to iule over any other 
nan except as God delegates ttiat 
ight to him. 

No ‘‘divine right of kings” is insti¬ 
led by this passage, but clearly it 
loes teach that government is or- 
lained of God and functions by his 
irovidence. To resist such author- 
ty is to resist God. 

Must we always obey the govern¬ 
ment? Yes; until it commands us 
o do that which is clearly contrary 
o the laws of God. We do not 
esist or question the authority of 
iny properly appointed govern- 
nental agency, no matter how 
zeak, or even wicked the agent 
nay be, as long as ho acts as

In these days when almost every 
wayside store and hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of city buildings have been 
converted into drinking places far 
worse than the old-time saloon, 
when men and women are mak¬ 
ing drunken sots of themselves, 
it is indeed time for Christians to 
raise their voices in protest and to 
act to protect the boys and girls 
of America. 

But above all—let us win_ them 
to Christ, for if they “put on Christ 
they will "make no provision *->r 
the flesh to fulfill the lusts theieof.
